An Extensive Knowledge Needed 


. Tc can be seen readily enough that 


such problems as those suggested re- 
quire for their solution more than a 
mere makeshift knowledge. To them 
must be brotigh the brain specially 
trained not only in the fundamental 
principles- of chemistry, but in those 
of engineering. 
The 
student who 


would approach them in the hope of 
achieving success must have a know- 
ledge 
of 
chemistry,—organic, inor- 


ganic, analytical, and physical,—and 
he must also be versed in mechanics 
and engineering so 
that 
when he 


has analyzed his problem along 
the 


purely scientific side, he may pro- 
ceed to handle it on a scale suffic- 
iently large and economically perfect 
to make his -discovery of utilitarian 
worth. 


Aim of the New Department 


To equip a student thorough" for 


such work will be the aim of the new 
department of the state

This •will 
give time for a thorough grounding 
in certain 
strictly essential 
basic 


studies and is in accordance 
with 


the educational 
spirit 
which has 


lengthened the time of preparation 
in other professions, such as those 
of law -and medicine. 
The course 


will cover '.yprk in methematics, phys- 
ics, mechanics, steam and electrical 
engineering, hydraulics, thermodyna- 
mics, and shop work, together with 
a course 
in 
chemistry extending 


throughout the entire five years. 
In 


addition to these fundamental and 
basis studies during the fourth and 
fifth years it will be possible for the 
stiidenr. to specialize in. manufactur- 
ing chemistry and. a considerable por- 
tion of the time will 'lie given to re- 
search and investigation. 
Ability to 


carry on independent in vesligation 
of new problems arid processes is an 
essential part of chemical engineer's 
equipment, and the twofold purpose 
of giving this training is to develop 
investigative and 
inventive 
ability, 


and also to obtan results from inves- 
tigations which will be of value to 
the public. 


Equipment and Supervision 


Tlie equipment of the laboratory 


which is partly installed and which 
is being- added to as rapidly: as possi- 
ble provides means for carrying out 
on a fairly large scale many chemical 
processes, such as the bleaching of 
fibres., purification of salt, 
refining 


of metals, destructive distillation. A 
small gas plant is to be 
installed, 


complete in all details, and by means 
of which the various details of gas 
manufacture can be studi«l. 


The determination of the heat units 


in coal, coke, gas. oils, 
and other 


fuels, and the analysis of these ma- 
terials constitutes an important part 
of the work-, and a gas and fuel lab- 
oratory contains calorimeters, 
pyro- 


meters, meters 
and 
many other- 


forms of apparatus necessary for a 
complete industrial as well ' as sci- 
entific laboratory. 


Tiie supervision of the work in the 


chemical engineering department ^s 
to be in. charge of Prof. C. P. Bur- 
cess' whose investigations in chem- 
icafand electro-chemical lines have 
brought him recognition in engineer- 
ing and 
scientific circles ' and 
who 


was the recipient of a grant of $2,pOO 
per year from the Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington to further the in- 
vestigation and production of chem- 
ically Pure iron. Prof. 0. W. 'Brown, 
recently in charge of applied chemis- 
try work at''the University of Indiana, 
and a man of considerable practical 
experience in industrial work, is to 
have charge of certain branches of 
chemical technolqgy

thousand while going from his office 
to his uptown house, gulus CO cents 
with'every tick of his watch.

In money. 
To succeed, get ahead.

.wasn't lazy. Later ho drove the gro- 
cery delivery wagon at $3 a week, also

ness for himself as a newsboy. In 1SG1 
lie became a baggage master on .a New 
Kngland road ut $1.10 a day. As an 
independent news "merchant" and ns 
baggage master he saved $200. With 
that money ho loft Fairuaven to make 
liis way further iu the world.

Clmrles .Ellis, a school, friend, he went 
to the oil. fields of Pennsylvania and 
opeued an office for. the buying and 
selling of oil on commission. "You at- 
tend to the office, I'll icnrn oil," he 
said to Ellis.

well, then iu a refinery.

Denny, though he had been enjoying 


meals outside for several weeks, had 
not Dolan's privilege of sleeping out- 
side. 


Dolan slept in hi.s cell Friday night 


for the first time in three months. Fri- 
day-he ate the first meal inside the 
walls in that same period. When asked 
by a reporter concerning the return 
of Dolan to his cell after a. long ab- 
sence, Warden Hall said: "Dolan has 
been outside for awhile." 


"How long?" 
"Oh, a month or two. 
He has re- 


cently been returned to the peniten- 
tiary, however." 


"When?" 


. The warden consulted his 
records, 


and answered: 
"Today." 


Attendants at the prison .say Dolan 


has had nothing to do for 
months, 


though he was nominally weigher for 
the binder twine factory. 
This work 


could only keep him, employed in the 
daytime, and why he was not locked 
up'in his cell at night the warden does 
not say. 


Thus for-months this former politi- 


cian has enjoyed almost perfect liber- 
ty, even to the matter 'of entertaining 
his friends who called/to see him. 


When Governor Folk's attention was 


called to the matter he at once issued 
an order to the warden to return Do- 
lan to his cell, and see that lie com- 
plies with the terms of his sentence- 
that is, that he be 
compelled to do 


hard labor..
